Mr. Horr referred to Mr. Harvey's habit 


of compar ng size as having something to 
do with value and steted that the amount 
of gold in the world all put into a cube has 
not anything to do with how much it is 
worth. He accused Mr. Harvey of compar- 
ing things that are not alike with each 
other and when a man does that, he. said, 
he is always in the wrong. Now, there is no 
disguising the issue between us. It is sim- 
uly this: Can we benefit the people of this 
republic now by making @ dollar mean 
about half as much as it now means? Can 
we benefit them by making it seem any 
considerable amount less than it now is by 
making it actually less in value? We may 
disguise #t as much as we will the free 
coinage of silver on a ratio of 16 to 1 means 
silver monometallism. 
Harvey's Closing Argument. 

Mr. Harvey maintained that there will 
be a commercial parity between gold and 
cilver at the ratio of 16 to 1 if the law is 
passed putting both metals on an equal 
footing at that ratio, What is meant by an 
eoual footing is that both shall have the 
right to enter the mints free to be coined 
into money with 23,22 grains of pure gold 
grains of pure silver 


metals to be full legal tender money in the 
payment of all debts and the debtor to have 
the right to pay in either metal, The sup- 
ply of silver is limited. Whe% a great nation 
this, whose normal capacity 
absorption of money in the transaction of 
its normal business is not far from four 
thousand million dollars opens its mints 
to silver it fixes the price of silver the 
world over. So long as the supply of silver 
is limited, as it is now, no one will part 
with it for any less than they can get for it 
in the United States. Mr. Horr will say to 
this: “‘The government does not buy the 
silver under free coinage. It stamps it and 
hands it back to the owner worth no mote 
than when he brought it to the mint.” 
What the government has done is this: It 
has given to silver a new use and the use 
is what gives to it its value. 

Mr. Horr closed the debate with an elo- 
quent peroration on the revival of business; 
of the appeal of Cuba against oppression; 
of the distressing situation of the South 
American republics, and said: 

“We are fighting the battle of liberty for 
the world. (Applause.) The result of your 
verdict upon this momesttous question will 
be world-wide. It will convey words of cheer 
and stimulate the nerves of free men in 
every jand,”’

He found that she 
had secured a divorce from him séveral 
years ago and had remarried. He is almost 
wild with grief, and it is feared he. may 
lose his mind. 

Mr. Johnson is still a young man, being 
but thirty-five years of age. When he was 
twenty-three he met and wooed Miss Etta 
Freezh, who was noted throughout Ohio 
for her great beauty, They were married 
and lived happily together for two years. 
One child, a girl, was born to them. Mr. 
Johnson was in the wholesale lumber busi- 
ness, and for a time he prospered. Things 
gradually went against him, and one duy 
he was forced to assign. It was but a short 
time before he found himself penniless. His 
business troubles told greatly upon him, and 
commenced to act queerly. One day he sud- 
denliy disappeared, His beawtiful young wife 
made every possible effort to find some trace 
of her husband, but all her efforts proved 
useless.

‘He fully realizes that the refusal of a 
third term would give him a place in our 
public annals which no man since Wash- 
‘ngton has been fortunate enough to occu- 
py. He does not intend that any prema- 
ture declaration on his part shall spoil the 
emance to make this record. He will bide 
& time and speak when the time occurs.” 


PRICK WILL CONTROL IT. 


Campbell ‘and Serg Both Say They 
Will Not Accept the Nominations. 
Columbus, O., July 29.—As the time for 

the democratic state convention draws near 
the result involved is difficult to predict: 
Both ex-Governor Campbell and Congress- 
man Sorg now declare, unequivocally and 
emphatically, that they will not accept the 
nomination for governor under any circum- 
stances. Up to this time it was generally 
regarded as a certainty that one of these 
gentlemen would be chosen to lead the tick- 
et. With these out of the fleld it seems to 
be anybody’s race, but Senator Brice, whose 
interests in the campaign are paramount, 
will probably control the convention. Pos- 
sibly John H. Thomas, of Springtield, or 
Neal R. Hysell, of this city, may be nomi- 
nated for governor. It is not at all likely 
that the free silver men will control the 
convention, nor that there will be any con- 
siderable number of free silver delegates in 
the. convention, but they are determined 
and bold and it is expected that, being de- 
feated on the committee of resolutions, they 
will carry the fight upon the floor of the 
convention. An attempt will be made to 
condemn Senator’ Brice for his coinage 
views, but the cenvention will probably re- 
ject this and indorse his course in a general 
way.

ALL FOR FREE SILVER. 


Result of the Democratic Primaries 
in Missouri. 

Kansas City, July 29.—Democratic con- 
ventions were held in several Missouri 
counties today to select delegates to the 
state convention to be helc at Pertle 
Springs August 6th. The results 
Clinton county adopted resolutions for free 
coinage and St. Clare the same. Saline 
named nine delegates, who were instructed 
in favor of free coinage. Lynn required a 
pledge favoring free coinage from her del- 
egates. Lafayette had a big fight over the 
adoption of a 16 to 1 resoluticn, but it was 
finally agreed to. ‘Audrain county selected 
twelve delegates, all for free silver. 


Bond Syndicate Pats Up Gold. 

New York, July 29.—J. P. Morgan & Co, 
have deposited in the subtreasury, fur the 
account of the government bond syndicate, 
$2,000,000 ir. gold coin to make up the re- 
duction in the treasury reserve by ship- 
ments to Europe and Canada. They re- 
ceived greenbacks for the gold.

Jacksonviile, Fia., July 29.—When it Was 
announced by the papers throughout the 
country the other day that Spain had 
tnreateneda to g.iop tue exXpurtaiuon of ieat 
tobacco to this country, ‘few people stop- 
ped to think that if such a course was car- 
ried out many cigar makers in this city 
would be thrown out of employment, and 
thousands in the state of Florida. That, 
of course, would be the object of the order, 
for Spain knows that the sinews of war are 
furnished by Cubans in this country, 90 ‘per 
cent of whom are cigar makers. 

“It is only a threat,” said G. H. Gato, 
manager of El Modelo cigar factory, which 
employs over tnree hunuread men. ‘al 
no country interfered it would be disas- 
trous to Spain; for, were the 100,000 Cubans 
living in tne United States engaged in the 
manufacture of cigars to be ti.own out ofr 
work tomorrow, 50 per cent of them would 
find a way back to Cuba to buckle on the 
sword for the cause of liberty. Many of 
these men arein this country only be- 
cause they feel that they can do as ef- 
sectual work as they could in the actual 
field of battle. But Spain will not do so 
foolish a thing as to stop the exportation 
of leaf tobacco, for at once wouid be in- 
curred the hostility of the nations, and es- 
pecially of the United States. Of course, 
in my opinion, it would be a violation of 
the treaty of commerce, and eVery man 
whose business is affected by it would at 
once become a iever for Spain’s undoing. 
Let Spain throw a hundred thousand men 
of this country out of employment and a 
tremendous sentiment would be created in 
favor of those men and against Spain in 
every community where they were repre- 
sented, and add this sentiment to the bitter 
feeling due to the loss of business atten- 
dant on retaliatory action, and svon yuu 
will see something more decisively done 
by this country in the way of recognition 
for the belligerents than has yet Deen done. 
Once you get recognition and Cuba's new 
government will be able to sell bonds and 
carry on the war until the banner of free- 
dom floats in every city of the oppressed 
island.”’ 


~ ITALY FOR PEACE. 


Premier Crispi Says No Statesman Is 
Desirous of War. 

Rome, July 29.—In the course of discus- 
sion of the foreign budget in the chamber 
of deputies today Premier Crispi deciared 
that no statesman ir Europe was desirous 
of war. ‘The government of Italy aimed at 
order within Italian borders and peace 
abroad. In regard to Italy’s interests in 
Africa, he said the treaty which Uccialli 
concluded between Menelek and Italy <dur- 
ing the life of King John, of Abyssinia, 
was made to enable Menelek, with the 
suppert of Italy, to succeed King John on 
the throne. The only power that refused 


' to recognize Menelek at that time was 


Russia, which power was now heaping 
favors upon the Abyssinian king. The 
chamber, with the exception of the extreme 
left, gave cordial approval of Signor Crispi’s 
utterances. Signor Marescalchi sought to 
ra‘ee an interpellation in regard to the 
relations between Dr. Cornelius Herz, the 
Panama lobbyist, and Signor Crispi, but the 
latter declined to answer in view of the 
attempts which were being made to traduce 
him.

CHAPPEL NOT CRAZY 


It Is Possible That He Was an Accom- 
plice in the Murders. 


THE SON IS VERY INCREDULOUS 


The Little Mechanic Was Able To 
Point Out the Vault. 


QUINLAN MAINTAINS STRICT SILENCE 


One More Probable Victim Has Been 
Brought To Light—Holmes Developed 
a Delight tor Artistic Murder. 


Chicago, July 29.—M. G. Chappel, the 
lttle mechanic who made suck. startling 
disclosures to the police Saturday and 
yesterday in regard to the skeletons which 
are believed to be those of three victims of 
H. H. Holmes, was brought to Inspector 
Fitzpatrick’s office early this morning, the 
intention being to put him through a thor- 
ough examination in order to find out 
whether the accounts he has given the de- 
tectives are true or not. He was so much 
agitated, however, that it was found to be 
impossible to go on with the inquiry. 

With the assistance of a big glass of 
raw whisky he was able to leave the office, 
supported by the inspector and his brother, 
at 10:30 o’clock. It is understood the desti- 
nation of the three is Englewood, wacre 
the mechanic’s story as to knowing the 
combination of the mysterious steel vault, 
in which the detectives think some of the 
persons believed to have been murdered by 
Holmes may have met their death, will be 
tested. He has already opened the vault, 
but he did so by putting his ear to the 
lock and hearing the tumblers fall, just as 
an expert machinist might do anywhere. 

Charles M. Chappel, son of the latest im- 
portant witness, said this morning that his 
father had in his life been a very hard 
drinker and that this had acted on his 
mind to such an extent that he did not al- 
ways talk rationally. 

“If my father knew Holmes, I did not 
know anything about it,” he said. ‘As to 
the trunk about which so much is being 
said and in which it is alleged a body came 
to our house for him to dissect and clean 
with a view to articulating the skeleton, 
I can say that it was never Holmes’s trunk 
at all, but always did and dees now belong 
to us. Father’s trade is that of an en- 
gineer, but he was a sort of jack-of-all- 
trades, and sometimes put together a sKele- 
ton for the students at the medical colleges, 
but I do not know of his ever doing any 
work for Holmes. He may have done some, 
however,” s. D8: RPE OS 

Chief Badenoch 
or maga Holmes’s misdeeds or not. lnspec- 
tor Fitzpatrick is inclined to believe the 
man’s story about putting together skele- 
tons for Holmes, but believes that he aid 
it ina perfectly innocent way, mot think- 
ing for an instant that the supposed ‘“‘sub- 
jects” were really bodies of persons who 
had been foully dealt with. 

About the Skeletons. 

The skeletons are not perfect. Inspector 
Fitzpatrick said this morning that he ex- 
pected to get the remainder of them, but 
would not tell from what source. Medical 
experts pronounce the skeletons as having 
belonged to two girls about the age of 
twenty and a woman of middle age. Not 
all the teeth were removed, and the police 
hope that there may be some sort of iden- 
tification from those which remain. It is 
not at all certain that the bones belong to 
Holmes’s victims. As an insurance swindler 
nothing would have been more natural than 
for him to have procured bodies with the 
intention of deceiving the companies, and 
then to have their skeletons articulated as 
an extra source of revenue. 

Patrick Quinlan still maintains a sturdy 
front. “Quinlan breaking down?’ said 
the inspector, in answer to an inquiry. 
“Well, I should say not. He is as cool as 
a cucumber and gas more nerve than seven 
persons in his position. We have not seen 
Mrs. Quinlan for a day or two now and do 
not know how she is holding out.’’ 

Workmen digging in the cellar of the 
Holmes building this morning found half 
a dozen more bones, four of which are sup- 
posed to be human bones, Most of the day 
was devoted to trying to locate the hid- 
den vats in which the machinist, Chappel, 
told the police Holmes was accustomed to 
boil bodies. The work was very slow and 
was still further delayed by the crowd 
which had to be occasionally driven back 
by an extra detail of police which was 
called out for the purpose. The secret tun- 
nel, described by Mrs. Sylvester, of Kan- 
sas City, was also looked for, but as yet 
has not been found. 

People who knew Dr. Russler, in Engle- 
wood, say he disappeared suddenly in 1892, 
and some adhere to the theory that he met 
his death in the charnel house. He had an 
office in the Holmes building, and the two 
men were often seen together. The doc- 
tor’s disappearance was not explained at 
the time and he has not been seen since. 

Dr. Robinson found today the signature 
of Minnie Wiliams on several receipts he 
has at his store, and they will be used by 
the police in the investigation of the al- 
leged transfer of Fort Worth, Tex., prop- 
erty by the Williams girl indirectly to 
Holmes. By these the police hope to set- 
tle the disputed question as to whether the 
deed was forged. 


The Vault Found. 

The huge brick vault underneath Holmes’s 
cMarnel house was unearthed by the police 
today, who are still delving in the earth in 
and about the cellar. The existence of this 
vault has been theoretical until today. 
Many rumors of such a receptacle have 
been circulated, but it was not until] the 
police discovered Machinist Chappel that 
they succeeded in gaining any idea of the 
location of the vault. When Charge?! ac- 
companied the officers through the Holmes 
house yesterday he indicated the location of 
the vault in the southeast corner of the cel- 
lar, and early this morning half a dozen 
men were put to work digging in the place 
indicated. At .4:30 o'clock the officers in 
charge of the work telephoned police head- 
quarters that they had reached and uncov- 
ered a long strip of the roof of the vault. 
Superintendent Badenoch at once gave or- 
ders to get the ground in such shape that 
the vault could be easily opeyed tomorrow 


day.

police officials are not hopeful of finding 
bodies of murdered people in the vault, 
they are, at the same time, hopeful of se- 
curing evidence to fully establish just what 
the vault was used for and what connec- 
tion, if any, the vault had with the half de- 
stroyed human bodies that were carted 
away from the charnel house to the home 
of the articulator. The finding of the vault 
made the .police much firmer in their be- 
lief that Chappel is a reliable and valuable 
aid to'them in the work they have before 
them. 

During the afternoon there was an exhibi- 
tion in Inspector Fitzpatrick’s private office 
of the skeleton and trunk that contained it, 
which was found through the advice given 
the police by Chappel. The skeleton is that 
of a woman about twenty-five years of age 
and the police think it is all that remains 
of one of the Williams girls or Emeline 
Cigrand. They have not yet identified the 
tintype photograph dnd the silver 3-cent 
piece found with the skeleton, but they es- 
tablished beyond doubt that the skeleton, or 
half articulated skeleton, was taken in the 
trunk now in their possession from the 
Holmes house in 1892 and that it was deliv- 
ered to Chappel, the articulator, by an ex- 
press man named Richardson, who was ac- 
companied by Holmes and Quinlan. 

Almost every new development lands Jan- 
itor Quinlan more fairly in the police net, 
much to their satisfaction. They know he 
is unwilling to tell all he knows and ther 
are anxious to secure enough evidence tc 
force a confession from him in order tc 
fasten the crimes upon Holmes securely. 
The skeleton on exhibition today was taken 
from Chappel’s home to the Hahnemann 
Medical college building after he had 
cleaned and mounted the bones. Whether 
or not the skeletons are those of murdered 
people, it is definitely known that Holmes 
derived considerable revenue from the sale 
of articulated human frames to medical col- 
leges. 

The police today found a man whom they 
say admits he was employed by Holmes to 
do all the queer brick work about the mys- 
terious house. They have heard his story 
and declare it is of the greatest importance, 
but refuse to divulge the particulars. 

They have also found a man named Cur- 
tis, who runs a small warehouse, and who 
still has a lot of Ben Pie®®el’s household 
goods in his possession. Pietzel sored them 
with Curtis before paying the visit to 
Philadelphia which cost him his life. Cur- 
tis had letters from Pietzel concerning the 
disposition of the furniture and the police 
say they will make a thorough examination 
of Pietzel’s effects tomorrow. The man 
Richardson, who helped haul Holmes’s ca- 
davers, hes been lost sight of and the 
police are looking for him. It is within 
che knowledge of the police that Janitor 


Quinlan is a half accomplished brick ma-+ 


son and that he laid some brick for 
Holmes at the Wilmette house. The po- 
lice think he built the vaults beneath the 
floor of the cellar and did other brick work 
about the Holmes castle at Sixty-third and 
Wallace streets. 


AN ENORMOUS SWINDLE. 


How Life Insurance Companies Lost 
Thousands of Dollars.

fort, N.C. They received a tip from some 


anonymous correspondent about three 
months ago and the wholesale arrests yes- 
terday were the result of the investiga- 
tion started by this company. The official 
who had charge of the case is on.Cape Cod, 
but Mr. J. Roland Corthell, one of the 
company’s adjusters, gave a press frepresen- 
tative an outline of the case as he heard it 
discussed in the office. Mr. Corthell says: 

“As I overheard the discussion I got the 
impression that there was a very complete 
plot to defraud the insurance company, but 
I cannot tell you how many were connected 
with it or their names. As I understand the 


case, we appointed an agenf to take charge 


of that territory about a year ago, In the 
course of time we wrote policiés for sev- 
eral persons in Beaufort, N. C. The pa- 
pere were properly made out and every- 
thing seemed to be done in a legitimate 
manner. Then we were notified of deaths, 
one after another, until thres.claims had 
been made. 

““‘We carried about a dozen policies, rep- 
resenting a face value of betwéen $50,000 
and $60,000. The last claim was on account 
of the death of a Mrs. Freda Williams. 

“Just about that time we received an 
anonymous letter to the effect that our 
agent in Beaufort was taking risks which 
no other company would think of taking, 
if all the factS were known to the main 
‘office. We at once sent an inspector to in- 
vestigate the matter and he at once notified 
us not to pay any of the claims. It seems 
our agent had organized a regular band ef 
conspirators to defraud insurance compa- 
nies all over the country. The plot in- 
volved men of previous high standing in 
the community. 

Wrote Deathbed Politics. 

“They had written policies on persons 
who were even then on their deathbeds. 
Some were sick at the time the policies 
were made out on their representations 
that the insured were healthy and a proper 
applicant. Some of the parties did not 
know that they had been insured. Some 
were insured for large amounts who were 
living in abject poverty and could not pay 
a dollar for insurance, Not one of the 
policies was a proper risk for a reputable 
insurance company to take. 

“Yet, so complete was the organization of 
the conspirators that all the papers bore 
the signature of the necessary indorsers. 
Nothing was missing which could ih any 
way arouse suspicion at the home office. 
You must remember that ours is only one 
of the victimized companies. The same 
deception was practiced in the other cases. 
We are satisfied that many people were 
murdered in order to secure the insurance 
money. There are suspicieus circumstances 
surrounding other cases, and we propose 
to push the investigation until the whole 
plot be exposed, no matter who is involved 
in it.”’

SOUTH CAROLINA. HAS THE PRODIGY 


Both Whites end Blacks Have Been Cone 
verted by Her—She Has a W onder- 
ful Memory for Sermons. 


Columbia, 8. C.,. July 29.—(Special.)—The 
latest prodigy in South Carolina is a negro 
girl named Claretta Norah <Avery. She 
will be ten years old on September 18th, but 
for something less than three years she 
has been do'ng what she calls ‘“‘working for 
God” amongst the members of her own 
Trace. 

During the past few weeks she has de- 
Veloped into a wonderful preacher and all 
who come within the sound of her voice 
@re amazed at her uiterances. 

She has ‘Seen preaching in Marlboro 
county for two weeks and now numbers 
her converts among both the white peo- 
pie and the negroes by the score. At first 
ghe preached only to negrvuves, but afler 
a@ few nights her audiences were composed 
of both races and her simple, straight- 
forward, practical sermons appealed equal- 
ly to theologian and layman.

Details of the Killing of the Adams 
Brothers by Stafford. 
Tallahassee, Fla., July 29.—The killing of 
John and Charles Adams by Joseph Staf- 
ford, which has been briefly noted in these 
dispatches, proves to have been a most re- 
markabie tragedy. It is stated that Staf- 
ford and Mrs. John Adams were lovers and 
had met at the lake, Stafford being in a 
boat. They were surprised by the woman’s 
husband, John Adams and his brother, 
Charles Adams, who were also in a boat. 
Mrs. Adams leaped out and Stafford rowed 
off, the brothers pursuing. Both Stafford 
and his pursuers were armed and they soon 
began firing from the boats. Stafford was 
not touched, but he killed both the brothers.

Stafford has surrendered and claims se!f- 
defense, and as reports say Mrs. Adams 
alone saw the tragedy, it is difficult to see 
how he can be convicted. There are many 
sensational rumors in regard to the tragedy.

Norfolk, Va., Jwy 29.—A deed of assign- 
ment was entered in the clerk's office of the 
city of Norfolk this afternoon by L. Shel- 
don, president, transferring the property 
of the Pilot Publishing Company, to Judge 
J. E. Heath, trustee, for the benefit of 
creditors. 

The total liabilities amount to about $17,- 
000. There are four schedules of preferred 
creditors. Class A are debts in Norfolk, 
and the bills range from. $1.05 to $403. for 
paper, and foot up $699.95. Schedule B oon- 
Sists of thirteen notes aggregating $9,961.15, 
due the directors of The Pilot company and 
a few leading prohibitionists.

The 
smallest creditor in this list is Dr. Dupuy, 
frcm whom the paper borrowed $3; the larg- 
est creditor is Frank Dusch, from whom 
they got $395.

Savannah, Ga., July 29.—The directors of 
the Georgia and Alabama railroad, former- 
ly the Savannah, Americus and Montgom- 
ery, came here from Americus today and 
held a meeting at the DeSoto hotel for the 
purpose of organization,

unanimous vote: John Skelton Williams, of 
the banking firm of John L. Williams & 
Co., of Richmond. president; Cecil Gabbett, 
vice president and general manager; W. W. 
Mackall, of the firm of Chariton, Mackall 
& Anderson, of this city, secretary, and J. 
Wilcox Brown, president of the Maryland 
Trust Company, treasurer. Mr. William H. 
McFarland, formerly auditor of the Jaek- 
sonville, Tampa and Key West railroad, will 
be appointed auditor, and !t is reported that 
the Columbus Southern railroad will be ab- 
sorbed shortly by the new company, giv- 
ing a new. direct route from Columbus to 
Savannah.

day with a crowd eager to hear the testi- 
mony in the preliminary trial of. Mrs. 
Mae Spivey, charged with the poisoning of 
her husband. The only thing new that was 


| developed was contained in the testimony of 
| Effie Crittenden, a negro servant, who was 


in Mrs. Spivey’s employ at the time of 
Spivey’s death. 

The negress swore that Mrs, Spivey, on 
the day of her husband's death, sent her 
with notes to local druggists for mérphine 
twice during the day. 

Mrs. Spivey denies that she bought or ad- 
ministered to her husband any morphine. 
The physician, Dr. L. L. Hill, who at- 
tended Spivey in his last illness, says he 
was convinced the man had died from mor- 
phine poisoning and gave a death certifi- 
Cate to that effect. 

The intestines of the unfortunate man 
were examined by State Chemist Ross, who 
Stated on the stand that he found no trace 
of morphine in them, but that the drug 
might have been dissipated by the effects 
of the emblaming fluid which the under- 
taker used. 

The defense attempted this afternoon’ to 
discredit the testimony of the negro ser- 
vant. Several reputable witnesses swore 
they would not believe her on oath. 

The case went over until tomorrow.

A FAMOUS CHIEFTAIN DEAD. 


Chief Whirlwind, Who Led the Spill- 
man Creek Massacre, Is No More. 
Guthrie, Okla., July 29.—A brief dispatch 

from Elreno, Okla., told of the death of 

Whirlwind, an aged Cheyenne chief, living 

on an ellotment west of Fort Reno, his ! 

passing away being the resujt of heart 
trouble brought on by the sudden announce- 
ment of the unexpected death of a little 
grand-daughter, whom the old warrior fair- 
ly idolized. So died one of the most noted 
of the fighting Indians of the southwest. 
Whirlwind was in his time the most 

daring and bloodthirsty chief of the many 
great fighters of the tribes of the southern 
plains, outranking Lone Wolf, Yellow Bull; 
Santana and even Black Kettle, before 
whose terrific onslaught the United States 
army so often fled in dismayed retreat 
across the plains. He was a nephew of 
Black Kettle, and under him developed 
into a warrior of tribal reputation at an 
early age; but it was not until after the 
bloody massacre led by Colonel Chiving- 
ton, near Denver, in 1864, that he became 
known and feared by ‘the whites. Immedi- 
ately after this he took the field as an 
avenging Nemesis, and many are the tales 
told in western Kansas of his cruelties 
and assassinations, as again and again he 
led his blood-thirsty band of warriors on 
sanguinary raids from their hiding places 
in what is now Oklahoma.

Clarke County Will Have a Splendid 
Exhibit. 

Athens, Ga., July 29.—(Special.)—Clarke 
county will come to the Cotton States and 
International exposition with an exhibit 
unequaled by any county in Georgia. 

The people here, through various commit- 
tees, are gathering together an array of 
exhibits that will attract the attention ef 
all visitors to the exposition. 

There will be on exhibition from this 
county one thing that will attract atten- 
tion all over the union, for it will explode 
an argument of northern mill men and es- 
tablish the fact that southern cotton mills 
can do as well as any mill north of Ma- 
son and Dixon's line. 

It has been a favorite argument of the 
northern and eastern mills that the south- 
ern cotton mills could not spin a fine yarn. 
They have contended that nothing as fine 
as a No. 40 could be spun successfully in 
the south, 

Now Captain John R. White, president of 
the Georgia Manufacturing Company, pro- 
poses to show to the contrary. Not only 
has his mill been able to successfully spin 
and market yarns as fine as No. 40, but it 
has spun No. 80 yarns and a sample of 
the No. 80 will be a portion of the Clarke 
county manufacturing exhibit. 

It is to be doubted whether yarn as fine 
as No. 80 has ever before been spun in the 
south and in this respect the Clarke coun- 
ty exhibit will be attractive, especially to 
mill men, and all who are interested in the 
manufacture of cotton goods. Captain 
White is now engaged in manufacturing 
his goods to be placed on exhibition in At- 
lanta, and will have there yarns from No. 
16 to No. 8. The other factories around 
here are also to have splendid exhibits. 

The agricultural exhibit is in the care of 
Professor James B. Hunnicutt, of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, and will be thorough in 
every respect. 

The educational exhibit of the university 
will be under the management of Professor 
John P, Campbell, and the Lucy Cobb ex- 
hibit will be managed by Mrs. Mary A. 
Lipscomb. The city schools will also make 
an exhibit.

NO SETTLERS HAVE BEEN KILLED. 


Bannock Indians Are Strongly Forti- 
fied and Being Reinforced. 


Washington, July 29.—The following tele- 
gram was received at the Indian bureau 
from Agent Teter: 

“Rexburg, Idaho, July 2%, via Market 
Lake.—Indian Commissioner Browning: 
On the 27th instant I met Sheriff Hawley 
near Rexburg, returning from Jackson's 
Hole, whither he had been to ascertain if 
any of the settlers had been killed by In- 
dians. He stated that none of the settlers 
kad been molested by the Irdians, who 
are supposed to be encamped at a point 
about forty miles from the settlement in 
@ practically impregnable position. There 
is no doubt that a large party of Lemhi 
Bannocks have joined thse other Indians at 
Hoback’s canyon.” 

Are Not Signal Fires. 


Market Lake, Idaho, July 29.—(By Courier 
from Sargent’s Lodge.)—The fires thought 


}to be signal fires are in reality only forest 


fires which the rains have now extinguish- 
ed, The settlers are greatly excited and 
many have deserted their homes, fearing 
an outbreak. 

The first man actually known to have 


come through Jackson’s Hole is J. 8. Bar- 


ry. He said that the Indians are not visi- 
ble and that nobody has been harmed since 
the first shooting on the day of the Indian 
break for liberty. The settlers are, how- 
ever, securely entrenched and the Indians 
in the hills and canons are behaving in such 
@ way as to imply that they are ready to 
respond to every act. Barry saw no In- 
dians on his way through the most dan- 
gerous part of the journey. He said, how- 
ever, that the man who wanted an Indian 
fight could get it. 

Today several Jockson’s Hole exiles came 
into camp from Cunningham’s camp, twen- 
ty miles north of Marysvale and in the 
heart of the war country. Cunningham 
Says the settlers have had a number of 
scouts out and they have reported numer- 
ous Indian camps but that all seems to be 
peaceful. He experienced no difficulty in 
coming out, he having started at 6:30 o'clock 
Friday evening. Altogether his idea is that 
there is no violent danger. Several of 
Agent Teter’s Indian police have joined the 
command. 


Senator Dubois on the Trouble. 

Washington, July 29.—Senator Dubois, of 
Idaho, is not surprised at the trouble with 
the Bannocks now existing in that state. 
He claims that the whites are entirely in 
the right. They contend that if they are 
not allowed to kill game out of season the 
same law should be enforced against the 
Indians. 

“There is,’’ continued the senator, ‘‘a good 
deal of sentiment wasted on any question 
that comes up regarding the Indians. Many 
people in the east seem to believe that in 
all difficulties between the white settlers of 
the west and the Indians the latter is the 
abused party because they know that in the 
field the whites must prevail.’’ 

Senator Dubois went on to say that the 
present trouble had its beginning some 
years ago when stringent laws were passed 
by the state for the protection of game. 
The laws were enforced against the settlers, 
but were not heeded by the Indians, who, 
under a system of passes issued by the gov- 
ernment, killed game annually by the thou- 
sands. He characterized the Bannocks as 
“blanket”’ Indians and among the laziest 
and most worthless redskins to be found on 
a government reservation. They have, he 
said, a wholesome dread of the settlers. 
They know that no matter how many dep- 
redations they have committed they can 
surrender to the soldiers and save their 
lives. But a fight with the settlers means 
death. Senator Dubois explained that the 
country where the Bdannocks live is full of 
big game, such as elk, moose and deer. 
These are of inestimable value to the coun- 
try at large, as well as to the settlers of 
that region, but the Bannocks are rapidly 
exterminating them. Senator Dubois lays 
the entire blame for the present condition 
of affairs upon Indian Agent Teter. 

The senator said he did not believe there 
was any war between the indians and the 
whites, or that there would be. In his opin- 
ion the braves would return to their reser- 
vations when the troops arrived, and a lit- 
tle later go off slaughtering game again. 

“It cannot,”” he continued, “be otherwise 
as long as inexperienced men, such as Te- 
ter, are appointed as Indian agents. The 
extermination of the whole lazy, shiftless, 
non-supporting tribe of Bannocks would 
not be any great loss.”’ 

Commissioner Browning, referring to the 
dispatch from Market Lake that the Jack- 
son’s Hole settlers would be arrested for 
killing Indians accused of violating the state 
game laws, said today that no. steps had 
been taken by him in the matter, and that 
it had not been considered by the bureau. 
He asserted that the Indian office would 
welcome a legal test of the right of the In- 
dians to kill game in defiance of state laws. 
“We should like to stop their hunting,’ he 
said,.“‘but have no power to do so. The 
treaty is plain and is binding on us. If the 
courts decide that the state law is superior 
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to the treaty of the United States govern- 

ment with: the Indians the matter will be 

settled and we would be very glad of it.” 
Princeton Boys Return. 

Philadelphia, July 29.—Lewis Frederic 
Pease, who passed within sight of Jack- 
son’s Hole a few days ago with the Prince- 
ton geological expedition, of which he was 
a member, arrived home today. The party 
left Dubois, Wyo., two weeks ago for Yel- 
low lake and spent nine days qn the jour- 
ney. They crossed a recently traveled In- 
dian trail on the way which had evidently 
been made by the band of Lemhis who had 
gone to join the Bannocks. 

Further on they fell in with a party of 
Shoshones and camped one night with 
them. These Indians did not make any 
threats against the settlers in Jackson's 
Hole or the surrounding country, but they 
appeared to be in a bad humor.

It was the mission of Major Burke, who 
is the general manager, and Mr. Gardner, 
who is the general agent, to look over the 
place where the show was to be placed and 
report to the proprietors if it was best to 
come. 

Yesterday morning Major Burke took 
a trip to the grounds with Mr. Wilkins.

The cars arrived yesterday and were run 
out to the grounds and are now standing 
on a platform that was built for the pur- 
pose of uploading the exhibits for the gov- 
ernment /building. 

Aars~ will be unloaded as s00n as 
the gentleman from Washington who has 
charge of the exhibt arrives. 2 

The cars are loaded with several new 
model guns, miniature warships and general 
implements used in the navy. The space 
for the exhibit has been decided upon, and 
the exhibit will probably be placed tomor- 
row. 

The floor of the government building is 
be'ng cleaned for the reception of the ex- 
hibits, which will continue to arrive daily. 

The fishery exhibit will be one of the 
unique displays in the building. It. will 
excel the one that was at Chicago in the 
manner of arrangement. There will be two 
rows of glass side poois with an aisle in 
the middle. On the opposite wall from 
the pools will be large oil paintings shewing 
the different ways in which the fish are 
caught, and celebrated fishery pictures. 
There w'll be the fish hatcheries, which 
show the fich eggs hatched out and after- 
wards the little fish in their different stages 
of growth in the pool. This will be a most 
interesting exhibit. 

Mr.. Tomlinson, the gentie@an in charge 
of the government building, who arrived 
Sunday, visited the grounds yesterday and 
was surprised at the magnitude and beauty 
of the grounds and buildings. 

“I expected to see an exposition of mod- 
erate size,”’ said Mr. Tomlinson, “but I 
am greatly surprised at the large grounds 
and the buildings. Tne park is one of the 
prettiest I ever saw, and the terraces that 
were put there by nature were not seen at 
Chicago. : 

“The location of the government butid- 
ing,’ he continued, ‘‘is just superb.

MERCHANTS’ POLICE PATROL. 


Seventeen Men"“Elected Yestetday and 
Rales Adopted. 

The merchants’ police patrol service 
was given impetus by the board of 
police commissioners yesterday afternoon. 
The board edopted a set of rules governing 
the service and elected seventeen men to 


positions on it. 

The merchants’ pofice patrol service was 
recently organized by C. A. Wooster and 
S. F. Siskron for the purpose of furnish- 
ing detectives and watchmen to the mer- 
chants and other persons of the city desir- 
ing such service. The service has been ap- 
proved by the board of police commissioners 
and the city council and will work under 
the immediate supervision of the board of 
commiss:.ongrs. 

It is believed by members of the board 
of commissioners that the patrol service 
will be of assistance to the police depart- 


ment during the exposition. The men em- 


ployed by the agency will be given police 
powers and they will be subject to the or- 


ders of the police department. 

The board of police commissioners met in 
special session yesterday afternoon for the 
purpose of formulat:ng the rules to govern 
the patrol agency and to elect men to work 
for it. Those present were Chairman John- 
son, Secretary Branan, Mayor King, Mr. 
3rotherton, Mr. Venable and Captain En- 
glish—the full board. Chief of Police A, 
3. Connolly and Chief of Detectives Wright 
were also present. 

The board at once proceeded to the work 
of formulating the rules, Chairman Johnson 
announcing that the meeting was for the 
transaction of business relating to the pa- 
trol agency and nothing else. Seventeen 
explicit rules and an oath of office were 
adopted, all of which lays down the law in 
@retty plain language to the police patrol 
agency. ‘The men in its service are requir- 
ed to obey the rules and regulations of the 
board of commissioners on penalty of dis- 
missal:; and the superintendent of the 
agency is required to make daily reports 
of the work done by his men. 

Mr. John T. Ethridge is assisfant super- 
intendent of the agency and Mr. Ed A. 
Wilson is superintendent ef detectives. All 

of the officers of the agency are experienc- 
ed officers and detectives and \hey will 
make as much success af is possible out of 
the agency.

Wants To Come.

A RAILROAD’S OFFER OF RESCUE 


‘ 


The Southern Pacific Will Transport Them 
To Points in Texas—‘i'heir Condi- 
tion Is Deplorable. 


—_— 


The Georgia negroes who are starving 
and dying on the hot and dusty road be- 
tween Mexico and their old Georgia homes 
are to receive help from the Southern Pa- 
cific railroad. 

Most of the negroes are from around 
Atlanta. A large number of them went 
trom near Griffin. 
as fast as they can trauip over the weary 
read, which is very slow. Some of them 
have died on the way. 

The fate of the negroes has been fright- 
ful. Reports from Mexico say that nearly 
half of them have died. They found them- 
selves in a strange country, a new climate, 
without shelter, without the sort of food 
they, were used to and many of them quick- 
ly contracted disease and died. he others 
are struggling to get back to Georgia. 

Large numoers of them have passed 
points in ‘v'exas on their way back. One 
party Was given food at a place in Texas 
Saturday. ‘he food was furnished by some 
charitably inclined persons. 

The chances were that the negroes 
would die before they reached Georgia 
unless some railroad tovk them up. The 
matter was fully ventilated through the 
columns of The Corstitution and through 
the publicity given to the matter by this 
paper the Southern Pacific railroad took 
up the matter, and it is now announced 
that that road will take charge of the 
Legroes and place them in a good, healthy 
location in Texas. The negroes can find 
work and favorable climate and will tind 
ho trouble in earning Money enough to 
bring them back to Georgia should thcy 
still desire to come after nnding a haven 
in the Lone Star State. Many or the tfami- 
lies of the starving negroes arc very much 
distressed over the condition of the ne- 
groes in Mexico, but can do nothing to help 
them. 

At present the negroes are encamped 
along the Mexican Central railroad without 
food or shelter and guarded py Mexican 
soidiers to prevent them from entering the 
towns, as it is claimed they have a great 
deal of contagious disease among them. 

The colony was started neurly a year 
ago by the Mexican Colonization Company, 
Don Juan Lamedo, a wealthy Mexican, be- 
ing the presfdent. 

The company obtained a cuncession of 
twenty-eight square miles of very fertile 
lands at iahualaho, in the state of l/u- 
rango. 

Tne concession is twenty-four miles frum 
Mipima, a station on the Mexican Central 
railroad. At first the company endeavored 
to settle the lands with Mexicans, but it 
was unsuccessful, as the Mexican laborer 
did not understand cotton raising, A con- 
tract was then made with Captain ‘“Peg’”’ 
Williams for several hundred negro ‘ami- 
lies and he procured 114 families, agyregat- 
ing 613 negrves. The negrves were to fe- 
ceive half of the product of the tand and 
each family was to be alluwed five acres 
additional. The negroes were to be al- 
lowed two years in which to pay back the 
money spent for transportation, 

The Mexican company had everything in 
readiness for the neygroes to go to work. 
But the matter fell through, vwing to ihe 
Mexicars’ ignorance ot the negro’s char- 
acter, end the Mexicans did not keep their 
contract. 

Soon reporis began to recch the United 
States that all wes not well in the negro 
colony; then came stories of starvation, 
which were conlirmed by consular reports 
to the state department. 

The Mexican government declared that 
they could do nothing and the state de- 
partment of the United States had no 
power to help them, as they were not 
seamen. So there the negroes were ieft in 
a strange country without food or shelter. 

Their deplorable situation appealed to the 
big heart of Mr. Moore, xgxereral passenger 
agent cf the Southern Pacific, and he at 
once began measures for their relief by 
sending for Captain ‘“Pex’’ Williams and 
Mr. George W. Ely, the traveling passen- 


ger agent, and issued instructions for them: 


to leave for Mexico at once and locate the 
negroes among the cctton flelds of Texas. 
The telegraph was liberally used, with the 


result that places in Texas have already ,| 


been fcund fer every one of the 114 fami- 
lies row in Mexicyv, and they will be brought 
back to the United States at once and lo- 
cated among thier own people. 


SMALLPOX AMONG THEM. 


Returning Negro Colonists Quaran- 
tined in Texas. 

Washington, July 29.—Mcre news of the 
distressed negro colonists from Georgia and 
Alabama,who deserted their Mexican El Do- 
rado, has been receiv2d at the state de- 
partment in a telegram from Jesse W. 
Snarks, United States consul at Piedras 
Negras. Mr. Sparks says that forty-six 
negroes are quarantined at Eagle Pass by 
the Texas authcrities. They were brovght 
across the Rio Grande by Mr. Sparks on 
Friday night. Twenty-five are ill with 
smallpox at Torren; eight sericusly. The 
local authorities at Tocrean announced that 
they could no longer maintain the negroes 
and Mr. Sparks says all the well ones— 
rumbering 150—would arrive at Piedras 
Negras yesterday. He intended to send 
rations to the sick who remained. Mr. 
Sparks calls attention to the praiseworthy 
conduct of Mr. L. M. Johnson, the general 
manager of the Mexican Central railroad, 
who is feeding the negroes in Mexico at 
his own expense.

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Some Modern Instances, 


It is natural that the people of the 
south should be somewhat struck by 
the remarkable change of views that has 
come over some preminent men, who 
have recently shown the public*‘how easy 
it is for men who pose as altogether 
great to discard democratic doctrines 
for those that have been made odious, 
both in theory and in practice, by the in- 
dorsement of the republican party. 

It is nothing that a man changes his 
convictions, but when such a change 
overtakes him, he -would be foolish not 
to accept the consequences. Those who 
believe in republican doctrines cannot 
be democrats, and those who believe in 
democratic doctrines cannot be. repubili- 
cans. There is no democratic principle 
more vital than that which insists on 
the restoration of silver. Consequently 
those who accept and indorse the repub- 
lican act of demonetization, with all its 
consequences, can no more be called 
democrats than a Jew can be called a 
Christian. 

But the people now have before them 
the singular spectacle of men high in 
office burying their heads deep in the 
bosom of republicanism and leaving their 
hind legs kicking and flourishing about in 
the democratic camp. What is most sin- 
gular of all is that those who have sud- 
denly found the light of truth in repub- 
lican financial doctrine are, without ex- 
ception, holding federal offices or are 
seized with the expectation of holding 
them. 

These modern instances are.not with- 
out their parallels in history. On one 
occasion, in the year 1828, we believe, 
Lord Lyndhurst made a speech in op- 
position to Catholic emancipation. In 
1829 he made a speech in favor of it. 
The two speeches were so entirely op- 
posed to each other that they attracted 
considerable attention from the public 
men of that day. Mr. Canning was 
pleased to observe in parliament that 
the only parallel performance of the dis- 
tinguished gentleman was to be found in 
a then recent incident in the county of 
Kent where, in the lying-in hospital, a 
woman was brought to bed of a pair of 
twins, one of them white and the other 
black. 

The remark of Mr. Canning may be 
appropriately applied to recent events in 
the political lying-in hospital in Wash- 
ington. Our opinion is, however, that 
no illustrations from history or from ex- 
perience are necessary to give the peo- 
ple a cue to the motives of those who 
are preaching republican financial doc- 
trines. There is not in the state a whire 
voter ignorant enough to be deceived as 
to the real situation. 


The People Aroused. 


It is only necessary to go among the 
people to discover that the effort to de- 
bauch the democratic party of this state 
and to fasten on it republican doctrines 
is the most stupenduous failure that has 
ever been seen. Instead of making pro- 
gress, the attempt to Shermanize the 
democratic party of Georgia has gone 
backward. 

As fast as the honest voters of the

Mrs. Potter Palmer, president of the 
woman managers of the Columbian ex- 
position, has been talking very freely 
about the new woman, or else she has 
been seriously misrepresented.

It makes my heart 
sick within me to hear girls telephoning for 
young men, begging for their company at 
tennis, or in a drive, or out boating—mere 
devices and pretexts for getting at the 
young man himself.

I say it 
with pain, that the tendency of what is 
known as our higher society is towards the 
European system.

The Truth of History. 

Now that Mr. Charles Broadway 
Rouss, of New York, has donated $100,- 
00O to aid the confederate veterans in 
equipping a memorial building in which 
documents, records, letters, portraits aud 
objects of interest relating to the con- 
federate side of the late war shall be 
collected and preserved, it is to be hoped 
that the enterprise will be pushed in 
the proper way. 

In a letter to a friend Mr. Rouss calls 
attention to the importance of looking 
after our history. He writes: 

Shortly after the termination of the war 
I became thoroughly impressed with the 
importance of the south taking up the 
work of vindication. I saw that northern 
‘writers, imbued ‘with partisan, feelings, 
stimulated by sectional animosity and pos- 
ing as historians, were falsifying history; 
that they were misrepresenting the causes 
that forced the south to take up arms and 
the manner in Which she had sustained the 
conflict; that they were reviling our do- 
mesic institutions, impugning the courage 
and devotion of our soldiers, making our 
trusted leaders the objects of malignant 
abuse and were utilizing the textbooks of 
the schools to mislead and debauch the 
minds of the young. I saw that these mis- 
representations and slanders, propagated 
over a wide field and without correction, 
were being accepted as facts. 

This is not an overdrawn statement. 
Many incorrect and seriously objection- 
able histories of our civil war are now in 
circulation, and they have even found 
their way into southern schools. The 
first thing in order is the collection and 
preservation of our historic material. 
Let this be done, and the historian of 
the future will utilize these materials 
and present the confederacy to the world 
in its proper light.

Of a newly-elkected member of the British 
parliament The New York Advertiser says: 
“Harry Marks came to America at an 
early age and drifted to Texas, where he 
first began the practical exercise of his pro- 
fession as a journalist. After leaving 
Texas ‘he served for some time on the staff 
of The New Orleans Picayune, whence he 
came to New York, bearing strong letters 
of introduction from prominent people, 
among others.one to Manton Marble, then 
editor of The ‘World, from Hiram Cranston, 
who afterward kept the New York hotel, 
the resort of prominent southerners. He. 
was at once placed on the staff of The 
New York World, where he remained for 
geveral years. ‘While employed on The 
World Marks did literary work for other 
journals and among them was engaged 
to write leading editorials for The Reformer 
and Jewish Times, he being especially 
adapted for such work from his early 
religious training and education. Shortly 
after this Louis Koppell, the owner of 
the paper, was seized with a protracted 
illness which ultimately proved fatal. Dur- 
ing this time Marks carried on the paper, 
and upon Koppell’s death ‘he purchased the 
property from the widow. But tue paper 
failed and after that young Marks edited 
The ‘Postal Card and a paper called The 
Beer Glass, each of which had a brief but 
brilliant career. He then founded The Fi- 
nancial News in New York, of which The 
London Financial News was the ultimate 
outgrowth. After conducting it for over a 
year and making it a distinct success he 
transferred it to other parties and went 
to London, where he settled down and 
founded The London Financial News.’’ He 
made a fortune out of this paper and then 
entered politics. He is a stanch tory and 
a brilliant speaker. 


Certain facts about lightning strokes, 
the result of years of experiment by the 
weather bureau, have recently been tabu. 
lated. Thunderstorms reach the.r maxi- 
mum in June and July, though reported in 
every month except January, the region of 
winter thunderstorms centering about 
Louisiana. Forty such storms are. the 
maximum average of any section. The 
average annual loss of life from lightning 
in the United States is 224 persons, of loss 
of property over $1,500,000. People living 
in cities and thickly built towns run little 
danger, the risk in the country or suburbs 
being five times as great. For the same 
reason the center of a grove or forest is 
much safer than its edges or isolated 
trees, the dense growth acting to distribute 
the current. Lightning strikes three times 
as many barns as dwellings, and is more 
likely to strike a full barn than an empty 
one. The trunks of trees are struck three 
times as often as their boughs. The cur- 
rent usually travels directly to the ground, 
Trees in damp places. or near bodies of 
water are most likely to be struck. The 
oak is the most frequently struck, tre 
beach the least. Pines are rareiy struck. 
It is unsafe in thunderstorms to stand 
under trees, in the doorways of barns, close 
to cattle, or near chimneys or fireplaces, 
Nothing is gained by. going to bei, or 
smothering one’s self between feather mat- 
tresses, etc.; nor need one fear danger from 
holding small metalitce articles, sucn as 
knives or scissors, these being too siight 
to affect such a current. Lightning tnay 
destroy tissues and cause immediate death, 
or arrest breathing and heart-beating, 
through excitement of the nerve centers. 
In such cases life may be saved by methods 
of restoring the action of the lungs. The 
so-called tree-like marks made on the 
skin by Lightning are really only con- 
gested blood vessels.

WILL BE SENT TO MILLEDGEVILLE 


Trial Before the Ordinary of the Young 
Man Who Killed Watchman 
W ylie Some Time Ago. 


A jy of twelve well-known citizens at- 
tached their names to a verdict -yes- 
terday to the effect that Joe Williams, the 
young man charged with the murder of B, 
H. Wylie, is insane. The insane murderer 
will be sent to the state insane asylum at 
Milledgeville. 

The verdict of the jury was reached af- 
iter twelve votes had been taken and af- 
ter a two hours’ session. Two of the 
twelve jurors held out for twelve votes 
thag Williams was sane but they finally 
agreed to a verdict declaring the boy in- 
sane. 

Williams was arraigned before Ordinary 
Calhoun at 10:30 o’clock yesterday morning 
on a writ of lunacy sworn out by Coroner 
Paden, the writ being sworn out on the 
recommendation of the coroner’s 
which investigated the killing of Watchman 
Wylie while at his post of duty week be- 
fore last. The jury declared that in its 
opinion Joe Williams was guilty of the 
crime of murdering Watchman Wylie, and 
also declared that in its opinion Williams

It is natural that the people of the 
south should be somewhat struck by 
the remarkable change of views that has 
come over some premipent men, who 
have recently shown the public how easy 
it is for men who pose as altogether 
great to discard democratic doctrines 
for those that have been made odious, 
both in theory and in practice, by the in- 
dorsement of the republican party. 

It is nothing that a man changes his 
convictions, but when such a change 
overtakes him, he -would be foolish not 
to accept the consequences. Those who 
believe in republican doctrines cannot 
be democrats, and those who believe in 
democratic doctrines cannot be republi- 
cans. There is no democratic principle 
more vital than that which insists on 
the restoration of silver. Consequently 
those who accept and indorse the repub- 
lican act of demonetization, with all its 
consequences, can no more be called 
democrats than a Jew can be called a 
Christian. 

But the people now have before them 
the singular spectacle of men high in 
office burying their heads deep in the 
bosom of republicanism and leaving their 
hind legs kicking and flourishing about in 
the democratic camp. What is most sin- 
gular of all is that those who have sud- 
denly found the light of truth in repub- 
lican financial doctrine are, without ex- 
ception, holding federal offices or are 
seized with the expectation of holding 
them. 

These modern instances are not with- 
out their parallels in history. On one 
occasion, in the year 1828, we believe, 
Lord Lyndhurst made a speech in op- 
position to Catholic emancipation. In 
1829 he made a speech in favor of it. 
The two speeches were so entirely op- 
posed to each other that they attracted 
eonsiderable attention from the public 
men of that day. Mr. Canning was 
pleased to observe in parliament that 
the only parallel performance of the dis- 
tinguished gentleman was to be found in 
a then recent incident in the county of 
Kent where, in the lying-in hospital, a 
woman was brought to bed of a pair of 
twins, one of them white and the other 
black. . 

The remark of Mr. Canning may be 
appropriately applied to recent events in 
the political lying-in hospital in Wash- 
ington. Our opinion is, however, that 
no illustrations from history or from ex- 
perience are necessary to give the p+o- 
ple a cue to the motives of those who 
are preaching republican financial doc- 
trines. There is not in the state a white 
voter ignorant enough to be deceived as 
to the real situation. 


The People Aroused. 


It is only necessary to go among the 
people to discover that the effort to de 
bauch the democratic party of this state 
and to fasten on it republican doctrines 
is the most stupenduous failure that has 
ever been seen. Instead of making pro- 
gress, the aitempt to Shermanize the 
democratic party of Georgia has gone 
backward. 

As fast as the honest voters of the 
state discover the true inwardness of 
the official campaign that is now going 
forward, indignation takes the place of 
curiosity, and when the time comes for 
the people to speak through the ballot 
box they will give an overwhelming 
verdict against those who are trying to 
debauch the party and to deceive the 
people into supporting republican doc- 
trines and into surrendering their dear- 
est interests to the money power.

Holmes is a 
good-looking man of pleasant address, 
and his wife firmly believes him to be 
innocent of the murders laid to his 
charge, although she admits that some 
of his financial transactions were dis- 
honorable. Mrs. Holmes says that in 
his home life there never was a better 
min than her husband. He was always 
kind, and his sunny nature banished 
eare and trouble from the household. 
His fondness for children drew the lit- 
tle ones to him, and dogs, cats and horses 
instinctively recognized him as their 
friend. 

At the time Holmes is alleged to have 
committed his horrible crimes his wife 
Says that he had a good appetite and 
slept well. In no way did his conduct

affairs on his hands. His main fault was

The poor woman who makes this de- 
fense of her husband says that at first 
she was driven wild’ by the charges 
against him, but now that so many ab- 
surd accusations have been made she is 
hopeful, and predicts that his persecu- 
tion, as she calls it, will prove his salva- 
tion. It is her belief that the missing 
persons supposed to have been murdered 
will turn up, and she, therefore, hopes 
that the press and police will continue 
their investigations.

Mrs. Potter Palmer, president of the 
woman managers of the Columbian ex- 
position, has been talking very freely 
about the new woman, or else she has 
been seriously misrepresented. 

According to a correspondent at Bar 
Harbor, Mrs. Palmer is horrified at the 
change in the relations of the sexes 
which has been brought about by the ad- 
vanced woman movement. She declares 
that in the society where she moves 
the girls are making more advances than 
the men. They have to do it or be let 
alone. The girls have to arrange the 
parties, dances, picnics, drives, tennis, 
ete., in order to draw the men.

Mrs. Palmer claims that she speaks 
from personal observation, and she goes 
on to say: 

Why, if this tendency increases, the first 
thing we know the young women will be 
compelled to make proposals of marriage 
or remain forever single. They have come 
dangerously near it already. The half- 
concealed seeking, the management, the 
tact, the ingenuity, the leading, are now all 
in the hands of the girls and their moth- 


ers. Nothing remains but for them to 
Seize a fitting moment, to kneel at the 


young man’s feet, declare undying love and 
propose matrimony. It makes my heart 
sick within me to hear girls telephoning for 
young men, begging for their company at 
tennis, or in a drive, or out boating—mere 
devices and pretexts for getting at the 
young man himself. The girls are just as 
sweet and lovely as ever, but there is a 
revolution in social conditions. I say it 
with pain, that the tendency of what is 
known as our higher society is towards the 
European system. Some of the principal 
phases of European society are abhorrent. 
It will be a sad day for America when they 
are adopted here—and already they are 
much imitated, especially in the east. Are 
our well-to-do young men in the first stages 
of the European process? Do they believe 
their early manhood should be devoted to 
roaming and license, and that matrimony 
should come only with weariness? I hope 
not. 


We are not prepared to believe that 
this charming society leader is correctly 
quoted, If she has said these sharp 
things about her own sex she will find 
that the new woman is able to defend 
herself, and a very jively row may be 
expected.

The Truth of History. 

Now that Mr. Charles Broadway 
Rouss, of New York, has donated $100,- 
0OU to aid the confederate veterans in 
equipping a memorial building in which 
documents, records, letters, portraits aud 
objects of interest relating to the con- 
federate side of the late war shall be 
collected and preserved, it is to be hoped 
that the enterprise will be pushed in 
the proper way. 

In a letter to a friend Mr. Rouss calls 
attention to the importance of looking 
after our history. He writes: 

Shortly after the termination of the war 
I became thoroughly impressed with the 
importance of the south taking up the 
work of vindication. I saw that northern 
writers, imbued with partisan, feelings, 
stimulated by sectional animosity and pos- 
ing as historians, were falsifying history; 
that they were misrepresenting the causes 
that forced the south to take up arms and 
the manner in Which she had sustained the 
conflict; that they were reviling our do- 
mesic institutions, impugning the courage 
and devotion of our soldiers, making our 
trusted leaders the objects of malignant 
abuse and were utilizing the textbooks of 
the schools to mislead and debauch the 
minds of the young. I saw that these mis- 
representations and slanders, propagated 
over a wide field and without correction, 
were being accepted as facts. 

This is not an overdrawn statement. 
Many incorrect and seriously objection- 
able histories of our civil war are now in 
circulation, and they have even found 
their way into southern schools. The 
first thing in order is the collection and 
preservation of our historic material. 
Let this be done, and the historian of 
the future will utilize these materials 
and present the confederacy to the world 
in its proper light. 

With the $100,000 contributed by Mr. 
Rouss the confederate veterans now 
have it in their power to vindicate the 
truth of history and render a great ser- 
vice to the southern people.

Cripple Creek, Col., the liveliest of the later 
mining camps, is going to hold a carnival 
of sports soon, at which the principal fea- 
ture is to be a genuine bull fight, after the 
Spanish fashion, with all the fixings and 
trimmings. A pen 140 feet in diameter has 
been constructed and seats to accommodate 
10,000 persons are to be built around it. 
Two toreadors from ‘Mexico City have been 
engaged to conduct the fight. This, it is 
claimed, will be the first real bull fight 
ever given in the United States. The local 
authorities say the fight will be prevented, 
but ‘tthe management is confident of being 
able to “juggle the law’’ until the fight is 
over. 


Of a newly-elected member of the British 
parliament The New York Advertiser says: 
‘Harry Marks came to America at an 
early age and drifted to Texas, where he 
first began the practical exercise of his pro- 
fession as a journalist. After leaving 
Texas he served for some time on the staff 
of The New Orleans Picayune, whence he 
came to New York, bearing strong letters 
of introduction from prominent people, 
among others one to Manton Marble, then 
editor of The ‘World, from Hiram Cranston; 
who afterward kept the New York hotel, 
the resort of prominent southerners. He 
was at once placed on the staff of The 
New York World, where he remained for 
several years. While employed on The 
World Marks did literary work for other 
journals and among them was engaged 
to write leading editorials for The Reformer 
and Jewish Times, he being especially 
adapted for such work from his early 
religious training and education. Shortly 
after this Louis Koppell, the owner of 
the paper, was seized with a protracted 
illness which ultimately proved fatal. Dur- 
ing this time Marks carried on the paper, 
and upon Koppell’s death ‘he purchased the 
property from the widow. But tue paper 
failed and after that young Marks edited 
The ‘Postal Card and a paper called The 
Beer Glass, each of which had a brief but 
brilliant career. He then founded The Fi- 
nancial News in New York, of which The 
London Financial News was the ultimate 
outgrowth. After conducting it for over a 
year and making it a distinct success he 
transferred it to other parties and went 
to London, where he settled down and 
founded The London Financial News.’’ He 
made a fortune out of this paper and then 
entered politics. He is a stanch tory and 
a brilliant speaker. 


Certain facts about lightning strokes, 
the result of years of experiment by the 
weather bureau, have recently been tabu. 
lated. Thunderstorms reach the.r maxi- 
mum in June and July, though reported in 
every month except January, the region of 
winter thunderstorms centering about 
Louisiama. Forty such storms are the 
maximum average of any section. The 
average annual loss of life from lightning 
in the United States is 224 persons, of loss 
of property over $1,500,000. People living 
in cities and thickly built towns run little 
danger, the risk in the country or suburbs 
being five times as great. For the same 
reason the center of a grove or forest is 
much safer than its edges or isolated 
trees, the dense growth acting to distribute 
the current. Lightning strikes three times 
as many barns as dwellings, and is more 
likely to strike a full barn than an empty 
one. The trunks of trees are struck three 
times as often as their boughs. The cur- 
rent usually travels directly to the ground, 
Trees in damp places, or near bodies of 
water are most likely to be struck. The 
oak is the most frequently struck, tre 
beach the least. Pines are rareiy struck. 
It ‘s unsafe in thunderstorms (to stand 
under trees, in the doorways of barns, close 
to cattle, or near chimneys or ltireplacex, 
Nothing is gained by. going to bel, or 
smothering one’s self between feather mat- 
tresses, etc.; nor need one fear danger from 
holding small metallic articles, sucn as 
knives or scissors, these being too siight 
to affect such a current. Lightning tnay 
destroy tissues and cause smmediate death, 
or arrest breathing and heart-Deating, 
through excitement of the nerve centers. 
In such cases life may be saved by methods 
of restoring the action of the lungs. The 
so-called tree-like marks made on the 
skin by Lghtning are really only con- 
gested blood vessels.

WILL BE SENT TO MILLEDGEVILLE 


Trial Before the Ordinary of the Young 
Man Who Killed Watchman 
W ylie Some Time Ago. 


A jy of twelve well-known citizens at- 
tached their names to a verdict yes. 
terday to the effect that Joe Williams, the 


H. Wylie, is insane. The insane murderer 
will be sent to the state insane asylum at 
Milledgeville. 

The verdict of the jury was reached af- 
ter twelve votes had heen taken and af. 
ter a two hours’ session. Two of the 
twelve jurors held out for twelve votes 
thag Williams was sane. but they finally 
agreed to a verdict declaring the boy in- 
sane. 

Williams was arraigned before Ordinary 
Calhoun at 10:30 o’clock yesterday morning 
on a writ of lunacy sworn out by Coroner 
Paden, the writ being sworn out on the 
recommendation of the coroner’s 
which investigated the killing of Watchman 
Wylie while at his post of duty week be- 
fore last. The jury declared that in its 
opinion Joe Williams was guilty of the 
crime of murdering Watchman Wylie, and 
also declared that in its opinion Williams 
was, at the time of the crime, and at the

The Valiant Lieutenant’ Back After a 
Three Weeks’ Tour of Field Duty. 


TALKS ABOUT THE STATE MILITIA 


Says That the Navai Reserve Should Be In- 
creased, and That the Brunswick 
Boys Are in the Swim. 


Sun-bronzed and tropic-tinted, Lieutenant 
Oscar J. Brown, after an extended tour of 
field duty on the coast, is once more at his 
post in Atlanta. 

Since his departure 
Lieutenant Brown has been on duty as in- 
structing and inspecting officer during the 
outing of three organizations. He re- 
mained at the cavalry encampment at 
Camp Mercer, where, with Lieutenant 
Jenkins, of South Carolina, he was con- 
stantly at work supervising the drills and 
looking into other details. Then came his 
tour at Camp Atkinson. There for a week 
he was tented with the officers of the Fifth 
regiment, and he remained there until the 
camp broke and the Amphitrite came for 
the purpose of instructing the Brunswick 
naval reserves. 

It has been a rushing season for the lieu- 
tenant. Since his coming to Georgia he 
has been in uniform most of the time. 
Thus far his services have demonstrated 
that he is a field officer and disciplinarian 
of superior ability. No man could have 
put himself in touch and sympathy with 
the troops of the state in a shorter while. 
Lieutenant Brown is the type of army offi- 
cer whom the soldiers love. They recog- 
nize in him a man who takes a personal, 
unselfish interest in their welfare. Oft 
duty there is no superfluous dignity about 
warm hand grasp and a hearty 
laueh from his deep chest puts the boys 
at their ease with him immediately. When 
the times comes, however, he assumes the 
callous rigidity of the stern army officer. 
On duty it is a case of the marble heart, 
frozen hand and stony stare, as the Fifth 
regiment boys observe. 

Pleased with the Exposition. 

Lieutenant Brown arrived = yesterday 
morning from Brunswick, where he has 
been with the naval reserve during their 
cruise on the warship. 

“I am pleased with the outlook of the 
Georgia troops,” said that officer yesterday. 
“There seems to be an incrst3sing :nierest 
in military affairs througiout the whole 
state. The enlisted troops have gr.at pride 
in the various organizations and there is 
a spirit of rivalry among them which is 
having good effect. 

“T was struck with the order end discip- 
line at Camp Meldrim. The Savannah 
troops are commanded by some «f the most 
efficient officers in the south. Savannah 
has always shown great pr:de in her or- 
ganizations. Some of these are made up 
of the best young men in the sts#te. This 
spirit has spread throughout tue whele of 
south Georgia and al! of ‘he trvuops in that 
section are alive. 

“The encampment of the Fifth rerpiment 
on St. Simon’s was remarkable. There 
were nearly two hundred men, all of them 
enlisted soldiers, who were willing to pay 
their own expenses during an envainpment 
Colonel Caniler ind his of- 
ficers deserve great credit for what they 
aecomplished. I was at the: ¢ncamyment 
during the greater part of <cuvir stay on 
the coast.

Aasistant Keeper of the Penitentiary 
Moore has in accordance with instructions 
from the principal keeper, Judge Movre, 
seen that all of those who can in any way 
throw any light on the subject have been 
subpoenaed. When Captain Moore left the 
city to subpoena the witnesses he carried 
with him a limited number of papers, but 
when he reached the camp and began look- 
ing over the field he found that there were 
more witnesses than he thought there would 
be and was compelled to send out more 
papers after his retu™ home. 

Just what is the character of the testimony 
that will be introduced when the trial opens 
cannot be predicted, but it is well under- 
stood that much of it will tend to prove 
that the laws of the lease system are not 
enforced as they might be. All along it 
has looked as though the investigation 
would be one in which the state alone would 
show its hand, but yesterday it developed 
that the friends of Stocks, the dead convict, 
will be on hand and that they will see 
that nothing is left untold that can be 
brought out. In the morning Glenn & Roun- 
tree filed with the governor a formal papetT 
in which they expressed a desire to be 
present at the investigation so that they 
might hear what goes on. 

The desire of the attorneys to be present 
indicates that there will be a strong fight 
hefor@_the bottom facts of the case are 
known, ‘It is thought that their only ob- 
ject in making a formal request of the 
governor’ to allow them to be present is 
for the purpose cf securing what informa- 
tion witnesses on the 
develop. 

Those who have been watching the inves- 
tigation of the case by the penitentiary de- 
partment are of the opinion that there will 
be some spicy stories told about the convict 
system of the state and that information 
will show that Stocks was not the only 
convict who was given more privileges than 
the law allows.

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Dr. Rogers Brought To Grief by the 
Gold Standard. 


GHARGED WITH JIM LAWSHE'S TRICKS 


The Doctor Is Charged with Counter- 
feiting $10 Pieces—The Hearing Be- 
fore Commissioner Broyles. 


From a thriving practice in the prosper- 
ous little town of Waco, Ga., Dr. Thomas 
E. Rogers, a physician of high standing 
and respectability, has become the central 
figure in one of the most important crimi- 
nal cases that has ever beon tried before 
Commissioner Broyles. 

The charge against the defpndant 
counterfeiting. 

It was shown in the testimony before 
Commissioner Broyles that gold money was 
the product of the doctor's ingenuity, or 
at least a spurious coin that closely fre- 
sembled that precious metal. On account 
of the gravity of this offense and the com- 
plications that might possibly arise from 
it, the doctar was required to give a bond 


for $3,000 or go to jail. 

Being unable to raise the money he had 
no discretion left him as to a lodging place 
for the night and accordingly, under the 
.escort of one of the deputy marshals, he 
was taken to the Fulton county jail for 
safe keeping. 

Dr. Rogers is not unknown in the medi- 
cal profession. He has been a practicing 
physician for several years and has always 
been well regarded as to character and 
habits. His practice covers a wide territo- 
ry and few residents of Haralson county 
have enjoyed such perfect healtn that Dr. 
Rogers, at some time or another, has not 
prescribed for them. 

Physicians living in the neighborhood 
of Atlanta all buy their drugs in this city, 
and Dr. Rogers, in the course of his prac- 
tice, frequently found it necessary to re- 
plenish his stock of goods by coming to 
Atlanta. Every physician who lives in a 
small town or country village makes it a 
point to keep a dfug establishment of his 
own and thus he is independent of retail 
drug stores for his medicines during the 
year. 

As the story goes, however, Dr. Rogers 
was not satisfied with the meager profits 
arising from his profession. He wanted to 
make a larger circle in the world than the 
one ordinarily described by the rounds of 
his daily practice. By some chance, good 
or ill, he stumbled upon the process of 
counterfeiting Uncle Sam’s money, 
charged. Between the relative merits of 
gold and silver he decided to adopt the 
gold standard. After making this decisive 
choice hé applied himself to work with 
clever ingenuity, and, in the course of 
time, developed a marvelous skill in his 
forbidden occupation. 

Several of the witnesses sworn yesterday 
morning testified to the fact that Dr. 
Rogers had been at the business a long 
time and that hundreds of spurious coins 
had been put by him into circulation. They 
had seen him with as many as three and 
four hundred pieces of money in his pos- 
session and knew that none of it was gen- 
uine. He made $10 coins altogether. 

It was further shown in the testimony 
that Dr. Rogers is a man with a family. 
He has a wife and several children. Mrs. 
Rogers, according to the evidence of one 
or two of the witnesses, stood guard at 
the door and kept watch in order to screen 
her husvand from diseuvery. 

The case is a very bad one and the out- 
look is rather gloomy for the doctor. He 
has little’ to say in regard to the matter, 
having put up no defense before the com- 
missioner, and merely states that on the 
trial he thinks he will be able to clear him- 
self. 

As a part of the evidence introduced by 
the prosecution yesterday morning the 
electric batteries used in plating the 
money anda pair of plaster of paris 
molds were displayed in the courtroom. 
Several lumps of metal were also on exhi- 
bition, showing the character of the sub- 
stance from which the counterfeit coins 
were made before the gold jackets were 
put on them by means of the batteries. 

The doctor was placed under arrest by 
Inspector Forsyth last Saturday afternoon. 
He was brought to Atlanta that evening 
and taken before Commissioner Broyles. 
In lieu of a bond for $1,000 he was commit- 
ted to jail to await proceedings Monday 
morning. 

After hearing the case Commissioner 
Broyles decided to bind the defendant over 
under a bond for $3,000. This he was not 
able to give and was therefore sent back to 
jail. Dr. Rogers is a very tall, handsome 
man and seems to be endowed with more 
than ordinary gifts. He has employed 
them, however, according to the evidence, 
in a very bad cause and one from which 
he is destined to reap remorse. Commis- 
sioner Broyles says that the case is one of 
the most important he has ever had before 
him.

Two Boys Fight and Their Fathers 


Take It Up. 


Henry Walton, colored, is under arrest 
at the station ‘house, charged with dis- 
orderly conduct and quarreling, but a more 
serious charge may develop against him 
today.

The Building of a Permanent Anditorium 
To Be Discussed. 


MEETING OF THE MOODY COMMITTEE 


An Invitation Extended to Citizens Gen- 
erally—Atlanta Needsa Building 
ot This Kind. 


A meeting of the Moody committee is 
called for this evening at 8 o’clock in the 
parlors of the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation. : 

Tris committ2e is not the original one 
appointed by the Evangelical Ministers’ 
Association, but a general committee, rep- 
resenting all the evangelical churches of 
the city. 

In addition to the membership of this 
committee, a cordial invitation is extended 
to all pastors and church workers who 
are interested in the coming of Mr. Moody 
and to citizens generally. 

The -proposition to erect a substantial 
auditorium for miscellaneous purposes will 
be discussed. 

At the Iest meeting of the Moody com- 
mittee’ it was décided to begin at once a 
thorough canvass of the city in the interest 
of the campaign fund and for that purpose 
the sum of $,000 was agreed upon. It was 
decided on motion to print a large number 
of subscription blanks and to place them 
in the hands of each member of the com- 
mittee. 

Since that time, however, the question of 
a durable auditorium to cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $25,000 has been agitated. 

This proposition has develeped interest 
from the fact that several business men 
have agreed to subscribe liberal sums of 
money to this fund who hesitate to give 
anything towards a building that will have 
to come down within a few weeks. They 
call it a foolish waste of material and say 
that if Atlanta needs an auditorium she 
ought to have a good one—a building that 
will serve the general purposes of a large 
and growing city and one that can be 
used with equal freedom by political as 
well as religious assembles. 

It will be three months before Mr, Moody 
begins his campaign in this city. If the 
money is subscribed promptly the building 
can be erected within that time or ad- 
vanced to such a point as to admit of its 
use by Mr. Moody.

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Among all the new fields of endeavor open 
to women none have proved more entire- 
ly to her liking than that of art decoration 
and it is astonishing the success that 
women have attained in so short a while 
in this work. Certainly no other vocation 
could better suit a woman than the beau- 
tifying of mansions, and into this work 
the woman of artistic ability has stepped 
as easily as she would arrange a vase of 
flowers or do a sampler. 

Among the applicants whom Mrs. Traylor 
has had for the decoration of the woman's 
building are two Brooklyn girls whose 
“areers will be of interest to women read- 
ars. 

“hese young Miss Pomeroy 
l. @ and Miss Emma Lee. Miss Emma 
Lee, the elder of the two, was the head 
artist in the studio of Mr. George A. Glaen- 
ger for several years, having aS many as 
seven men artists under her supervision at 
one time. She makes her own scale draw- 
ings, takes her own measurements, over- 
gees cutting and hanging canvas, besides 
executing the decorations. Everything 
antique appeals to her. She excels in get- 
ting the feeling of the epoch and style in 
which she is working, and attempts suc- 
cessfully the earliest French, Dutch and 
oriental as well us the styles of the pres- 
ent time. Her drawing shows great free- 
dom of touch and facility of execution, Her 
coloring is pure and strong, with effects 
which are characteristically ortginal. 

The first work Miss Lee ever did of any 
nete was the Company I room in the 
Seventh regiment armory, the walls of 
which were treated in heraldic designs, 
This was undoubtedly the embryo of her 
career, and bravely she sustains the repu- 
tation she gained by the successful com- 
pletion of her first dontract. Among the 
many apartments which have grown to be

News and Courier gives an idea of the 
exhibit which Mrs. Andrew Simonds and 
her committee will have in the woman's 
building. 

“Charlestonians all seem,” says the 
writer, ‘“‘to lend more willingly now that 
they know that there will be a special dele- 
gation of responsible people from their 
own city who will go on with the loan ex- 
hibit, unpack it, place it, and have it care- 
fully guarded while there, also that the 
same delegation will go to Atlanta to see 
it properly replaced and safely returned. 
This assurance has never been given at 
any previous exposition. The lenders of 
rniniatures also have a feeling of greater 
security in the knowledge that Dr. Mani- 
gault, the well-Known connoissepr, has con- 
sented to take the miniatures to Atlanta 
in his own possession, place them in a fire- 
proof receptacle for safe keeping at night 
ana during the day in glass cases under 
lock and key and guarded.

“It is designed to make the main ivom a 
typical dining room of the good old days--

Below this beau- 
tiful ceiling and frieze the wall will be 
tinted a deep rich shade, the color of ‘wine 
when it is red.’ Against thig background 
should be hung al) that Charleston can 
muster in the way of creditable portraits 
of her beauty and chivalry, her historic 
heroes and her statesmen. Whether justly 
or not, Charleston has throughout the coun- 
try the reputation of possessing, for her 
size, the best preserved and most valuable 
collection of portraits and miniatures, by 
good artists, of any city in the union. Al- 
ready we have been so fortunate as to ob- 
tain three Gilbert Stuarts, four specimens 
of Sully at his best, two Rembrandt-Peels, 
two Theus dnd the gems of Dr. Manigault’s 
collection, including the famous Vige-le 
Brune. If every family of distinction would 
volunteer (as certain ones have done from 
whom the pictures mentioned were ob- 
tained), to lend at least one well painted 
portrait, think what a magnificent exhibit 
the walls of the room alone would present, 

“The portrait show or loan collection of 
portraits, given last fall in New York, had 
no other attraction than that of portraits 
and miniatures, yet we all know what a 
tremendous success it was and what thou- 
sands of dollars the management was able 
to turn over to the charity for which it 
was inaugurated. Indeed, it was so suc- 
cessful that, though it was announced to 
be open for a month, it had to be pro- 
longed beyond that time.

The Formation of a Ladies’ Bicycle Club 
One of the Probabilities of the 
Near Future. 


Notwithstanding the many protests that 
have been entered against women riding 
wheels, the fad is on the increase and 
Many new riders of this class have made 
their debut this week. In fact the recent 
war that has been directed against the fair 
army of cyclers seems to-have put in 
motion a huge wave of enthusiasm that 
has caused mony to join the ranks. 

Peachtree street is fairly crowded with 
ders every night and day by day the 
numbers of woman riders in Atlanta are 
added to. It begins to look as if the fair 
sex have settled this mooted question among 
themselves and their actions indicate that 
they have decided that the sport is proper 
and becoming. 

The sermon of Dr.- Hawthorne Sunday 
seems to have fallen w'de of its mark and 
instead of thinning the ranks of the wheel- 
women has only added more enthusiasm 
and interest. The riding school is being 
well patronized. 

Last night a large crowd of merry cyclists 
sped out Peachtree in the direction of the 
exposition grounds and in the party the 
female riders predominated. Many new 
r.ders were recognized in the party. 

Dr. Williamson on Cycling. 

Dr. C. P. Williamson, pastor of the First 
Christian church, was asked yesterday 
what he thought of the question. He said 
that he did not think thatethe matter was 
hardly worth the publicity that had been 
given it, as it was only a sport that had 
been indulged in as others have been for 
years. Nothing was said about ladies 
riding ‘horseback or riding in cars and the 
bicyele question has been simply run into 
the ground. 

“Of course the riding of the wheel by 
women can be made a most grievous sin, 
A lady can dress indecently and she can 
@ ince immodestly. Anything can be car- 
ried to excess, But bicycle riding, when 
not carried to extremes, and I have not 
had such a case brought to my attention 
as yet, is a good exerc’se. Asto whether it 
is injurious or not I cannot say. If the 
physicians have said that it is not harmful, 
then I say that it is a modest and moral 
sport. 1 think that women should be al- 
lowed to ride if. they want to, and I am 
not inclined by any means to forbid them. 
It “s not a question for the churches to 
make war against. I do not believe that 
the matter should be given all of this 
publicity.” 

The interest that the ladies have mani 
fested in cyching is constantly on the in- 
crease and it is probable a ladies’ riding 
club will be organized in the near future, 
There is already a bicycle club that has 
the names of several iady riders on the 
honorary membership list. 


THE PEOPLE’S FORUM. 


Many Views of the Bicycle Offered to 
The Constitution. 

Below we present a number of choice 
views on the all-pervading bicycle question. 
Those selected from the large mass sent to 
rhe Constitution seem to strike home to the 
point. One is from Captain Henry Romeyn 
and one from Dr, W. H. Whitehead, a 
prominent physician. 

Captain Remeyn on the Bike. 

‘‘ditor Constitution—If the reverend gen- 
tleman whose name has been so.conspic- 
uous in the columns of The Constitution 
and other papers of the country because of 
his attitude towards the female bicycler 
wishes notoriety he has certainly attained 
the desired end. But his standing, both as 
a man and as a minister of the gospel, 
should preclude any such idea from pos- 
sessing the mind of the public, and his po- 
sition, as that of one zealous for the good 
of the church and of humanity at large, 
should be respected, and even those who, 
like the writer, differ radically with him 
on the subject converning which the Atlan- 
tian mind is at present so much exercised 
should give him an honest, earnest hearing. 

“In every upheaval of society, every crisis 
which affects for good the habits and cus- 
toms of nations, ‘in every advance made 
along new lines of thought, there are two 
classes who in the beginning and at the end 
suffer for opinion’s sake. When the move- 
ment begins the radical—he or she who 
leads off—must expect to hear the sneers, 
criticisms and obloquy of his or her friends; 
when the change has been accomplished the 
ultra-conservative, if | may use such a 
term, who still think the old ways the best 
must submit to be called ‘old-fogyish,’ and 
to find himself far behind the procession in 
its onward march. 

“We give the reverend gentleman credit 
for sineerity. But is he well informed? Is 
it wise for him to indulge in vituperative 
language towards the thousands, pure in 
lives, honest in character and devout wor- 
shipers with him at the shrine of Him who 
never indulged in strife, but always coun- 
seled peace, yet who use the (to him) char- 
iot of sin when seeking healthful recrea- 
tion or going to and from their daily vo- 
cations? In the city of Washington, three 
years ago, before the use of the ‘cycle had 
become so general, over 16,000 of them were 
in use, over one-third of them ridden by 
women. Would the worst enemy of the ve- 
hicle dare class all of those riders as im- 
modest? No! Many of the women using 
them did it to enable them to reach their 
places of employment, thereby saving dol- 
lars in rents and street car fares during 
the year. Would their calumniator deny 
them those rights? 

‘‘As to modesty, or the reverse, in style of 
raiment worn, no one can say what may or 
may not be used. Modesty must be its own 
guide. If the great objector should visit the 
camp of the northern Cheyennes, in Mon- 
tana, he would find the women as modest 
and reserved in demeanor as any he could 
find in civilized communities, but he would 
be horrified if present when they 
mounted their ponies to see them 
do it ‘man fashion.’ The woman 
of the orient looks with horror on 
her occidental sister who exposes her face 
and neck to the eyes of the other sex, but 
should he come suddenly upen ene of the 
fellah class in the narrow streets of Cairo 
unveiled she would hide her face, though to 
do so she must expose her lower limbs by 
using their covering, and among some of 
the peasantry of Europe customs obtain, not 
in themselves harmful or proven to be im- 
moral, which in Atlanta woyld be promptly 
condemned. 

‘In order to reach some of the most beau- 
tiful spots in the Yosemite valley it is, or 
was a few years since, necessary gor women 
to ride men’s saddles and in the manly 
manner. Should that fact shut out women 
from the view of some of God's most glo- 
rious works on earth, or, having taken that 
way to see them, would she thereby forfeit 
her claims to being a modest woman? Be- 
cause the profligate court beauties of a for- 
mer century wore patehes, hoops and 
farthingales, did that make all women who 
had to wear them, when in attendance on 
their sovereign, profligates? 

“Grant that there are those who would 
wear the cyclist’s costume to attract no- 
tice from the other sex, does that prove 
that all, or even @ majority, do? ; 
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“*BEyvil to him who evil thinks.’ There

A Doctor’s Opinion. 


“Enough of Dr. Hawthorne. The ques- 
tion is, ‘Shall woman ride a bike—if not, 
why not?’ The first and final question is, 
or Should be, is it healthy exercise, and 
is it injurious to a woman’s peculiar or- 
ganization? 

“T note a dark hint that bicycling will in- 
jure woman, and a ‘noted = specialist’ is 
quoted as saying so. I do not know who 
the noted specialist is, but would venture 
the assertion that more women have bcen 
ruined by lack of exercise than ever were 
or will be by bicycles. In fact, this lack 
of exercise—healthful, outdoor, exhilarating 
exercise—is the sole cause of the physical 
degeneracy and flabbiness of our women 
today. The whole fabric of woman’s rais- 
ing and well-being is false philosophy, or 
rather it is not philosophical at all, but so- 
phistical, and tends to produce just what 
ft has—a delicate, effeminate being, a hot- 
house plant, somewhat beautiful to look 
upon, but totally iacking in hardiness. 
Such is the average nineteenth century soci- 
ety woman. A beautiful lily, arrayed in 
gorgeous colors and fine laces, her pale 
cheeks delicately touched with paint, and 
her colorless bare arms and classic throat 
and chest powdered to a deathly whiteness 
~—she is undeniably a thing of beauty, but 
is not a joy forever, to the man who wins 
her—by no means. She is physically weak; 
all her muscles are flabby and undevelop- 
ed; her digestion and assimilation is poor; 
she has numerous ‘pains’ and aches, which, 
being translated, means that her nerves are 
crying for food—rich, healthy blood. She 
lives along on excitement, artificial stim- 
ulants, ‘doctors’ truck,’ etc., till she mar- 
ries, then we see the rapid change for the 
worse set in. She is not equal to the or- 
Geal of motherhood, and is soon in the 
hands of a ‘noted specialist.’ 

“Just so, I may here remark that the 
great law of demand and supply is scen 
here. A few years ago—twenty years agc— 
‘female specialists’ were very rare, cnly 
to be found in the large cities, and then 
did more or less general practice, as work 
im the ‘specialty’ was scarce. But now, 
alas! ‘work’ of this sort is plentiful, and 
‘specialists’ have sprung up ad infinitum, 
aimost ad nauseam, Why this change for 
the worse, and what is the remedy? The 
cause is perfectly apparent. Our women 
are undoubtely degenerating (physicaily), 
and this very degeneracy is the sole cause 
of the multiplicity of her ‘diseases.’ The 
sole cause of this degeneracy is a lack of 
outdoor, healthful, exhilarating exercise— 
note this, ‘exhilarating exercise!’ I hold 
that there is a vast difference in a drawl- 
ing walk, or a lolling carriage ride, and 
some exciting, exhilarating sport that rouses 
the dormant energies, awakens lagging in- 
terest and starts the blood tingling along 
like a rippling brook, compared to the dead 
current of a Louisiana bayou. Such is the 
one thing needful for poor, drooping, fad- 
ing, listless, doomed society women. No 
dumbbell, Indian club, or physical culture 
gesrations will do. The tagging energies, 
as well as muscles, must have exercise, and 
to reuse them you must impart interest 
and osygen to the ‘movement.’ Does any 
sane man doubt for a moment that the most 
cadsgverous specimen of humanity (provided 
they have no organic disease) would be bene- 
fited by six months’ daily outdoor, exhilar- 
ating exercise? (baseball, boating, bicycle 
riding, etc.) At the same time,. no sane 
man would expect to see a like improve- 
ment from the sane or even more 
daity exercise taken by the same individual, 
in a close store, factory, or even in a gym- 
nasium. 

“Well, then, if the.woren need exercise, 
—outdoor, healthful, exhilarating exercise— 
how are they to.get it? 

‘"Phere are fouf recognized healthful, ex- 
hilarating outdoor modes of taking exer- 
cise: 

First, outdoor 
baseball, etc. 

“Second, boating. 

“Third, horseback riding, 

“Fourth, bicycle riding. 

“Of all these, bicycle riding easily takes 
first place, and is destined, in my opinion, 
to do more for women—delicate women-- 
than anything yet brought forward. The 
first and probably greatest blessing’ the bi- 
cycle will bring to women will be the grad- 
ual dtecarding of the accursed corset, which 
eannot be worn with comfort while cycling. 
The taking off of the corset and exercising 
the sets of muscles known as the lumbar 
group (muscles of the back), and the abdom- 
inal group, which are constantly kept in 
splints (the corset), will develop these mus- 
cles, and we will have less backaches, etc. 
I am hopeful that the ladies will discard 
the corset altogether. If they do this, even 
if they adopt bloomers altogether, the world 
will be better and happier, for the women 
will be healthier. 

“What a difference it makes in a house- 
hold—a sick wife, or a healthy wife. One 
is the joy and sunshine of the house; the 
other a pall. I do not pretend to class bi- 
cycle riding along with ‘Royal Germetuer,’ 
and other cure-alls; in fact, do not think it 
would do in all instances, for a woman 
who have pelvic disorders, to ride, but I am 
confident its moderate use will do no harm 
to a woman as a woman, and will be a 
salvation to thousands who are today pin- 
ing and fading for the want of exercise— 
daily, outdoor, healthful, exhilarating exer- 
cise. 

“Now, as to the immorality of a woman 
‘riding a wheel,’ I am frank to say it has a 
seventeenth century, puritanical, blue law 
odor to it; it would be disgusting and 
insulting insinuation, if it were not too ri- 
diculous to be seriously received. The 
blame should be placed where it belongs— 
on the dirty loafers who stand on the cor- 
ners and make vulgar comments on the 
ladies—but a remedy suggests itself fcr this 
evil. As cycling tncreases (and it will) 
some such remark will reach the ears of 
a father, brother or gentleman friend of 
the lady, and a good stout stick will ‘come 
in,’ and the cad’s head will give some near- 
by doctor a ‘job of stitching.’ A few of 
these wholesome exhibitions ‘on the. cor- 
ners’ will lend much interest to ‘lady wheel- 
ing,’ and. wfll go far to ‘casting out the 
devil’ connected therewith. 

“The very mention of short skirts, blocm- 
ers, divided skirts, or any departure frem 
the orthodox female dress of the sixteenth 
century seems to act on Dr. Hawthorne 
like the traditional ‘red rag’ on the bull. 
Has Dr. Hawthorne swept the chancels of 
his church so clean of sin that he has to 
use the magnifying glass of prudery to find 
this little fleck of dust—this question of 
ge riding bicycles? He may think so, but 

can tell him there are great piles of sin 

around jooge in Atlanta, regula

Dow, Jones News Co., by private wire to 
J. C. Knox, manager: The Grangers made 
new records practically every day last week. 
It is not reasonable to expect the advance 
to continue at this rate, but people who 
were able to forecast last week’s market 
correctly say there will be a further gain 
and particulariy that the leading stocks 
will be supported under attack and accu- 
mulated on any material decline.

Arthur 
Hunter started the quick rise and reached 
stop orders. 

In Rock Island Edward Al & Co. and 
Clews & Co. bought considerable. In the 
main, however, the policy of moving the 
price with small transactions was contin- 
ued. It is believed there is quite a big bull 
pool in the stock. 

In St. Paul Mr. Savin was the largest 
buyer, with Van Emberg, Rode & Parson, 
Kennett, Hopkins & Co. and Hunter buyers. 
London resumed selling on a small scale. 
There is some ground for believing that the 
big bull interest in St. Paul has thought the 
move rather too early and has been dis- 
posed to hold off. 

Those who have been recognized as bears 
on Sugar for several weeks are now enthu- 
siastically bullish, claiming that trade con- 
ditions have changed so decidedely as to 
work out in the most favorable way to the 
company. The small supply of raw sugar 
and the outlook for the coming crop make 
it inevitable that higher prices must pre- 
vail, and for this contingency the company 
is well prepared and must reap handsome 
profits. With the trade peopie bullish and 
the Wall street speculative element bullish 
it means to brokers much business and a 
regular bull campaign in Sugar before long. 

The opening was uniformly higher—Mis- 
souri Pacific % up, Seuthern railway % up 
and Burlington and Quincy and Sugar % 
each up. There was a good demand for the 
Grangers and seme disposition to move the 
low-priced stocks. 

Good judges of the market state that the 
buying yesterday era was largely by 
traders and the public. ‘hey are inclined 
to believe that the big shorts have not cov- 
ered to any considerable extent.

Now, making due allowance for the most 
legitimate bull factor in the outlook for 
‘these roads, namely, the corn crop, and 
taking into due consideration the bear fac- 
tor, namely, that out of earnings from in- 
increasing tonnage each must spend mil- 
lions for betterments long deferred that 
they might eke out dividends—we ask, in 
view of those considerations, are not the 
stocks in question high enough? Certainly 
conservatism dictates profit taking in them 
at their present range. 

Probably no important decline in the 
Grangers will occur while the present fine 
outlook for corn obtains, but we believe 
that speculators who divert their attention 
and activity from them to other stocks, 
notably some of the low priced solvent 
ones, run less risk of loss and stand better 
chances as to profits than in buying Pur- 
lington and St. Paul at a 20 point advance. 

There are substantial reasons for bulling 
certain members of the former class. In 
the case of Southern railway preferred 
there are good earnings. The net in June 
increased over a hundred thousand dollars 
though the percentage of operating ex- 
In Missouri Pacific 
there are the good crops. Missouri is the 
oniy winter Wheat state that has a good 
crop of the latter cereal. It will get an 
immense corn crop. So will Kansas. In 
both states the road has a large mileage. 
As regards Kansas and Texas and the 
Wheeling stocks the auspicious facts are 
improving earnings and traflic prospects, 
though in the last named the gain in the 
industries should also get consideration. 
Of the bankrupts Atchison has been strong 
—both bands and shares. The latter are 
low—still under 10, allowing for the assess- 
ments paid in—are quoted at about a hun- 
dred points decline from their high level 
of a few years ago. 

The company has some 3,000 miles in Kan- 
sas, and Kansas this year is one vast corn- 
field. It will raise more of that important 
cereal than ever before in its history. The 
crop in that latitude is assured, and esti- 
mates range from 200,000,000 to 300,000,000 
bushels. In 1894 the state raised 42,000,000, 
in 1889, the great corn year, 240,000,000. Sup- 
pose she is now to harvest at a conservative 
estimate 250,000,000. What an enormous dif- 
ference in wealth and revenue that will 
mean as compared with ’94—an increase this 
year aggregating at least a hundred mil- 
lion dollars. That Atchison earnings will 
increase enormously during tie coming 
twelve months goes without saying. 
Operators for a rise in the Industrials 
and in fact in the general list are assisted 
by the continued remarkable ease in money. 
Indications of dear_rates have temporarily 
disappeared. They were deceptive. In two 
weeks the banks’ surplus reserve has risen 
over $8,000,000. In now stands at 42. The 
fact facilitates operations on the bull side 
of the market. 

Sugar has-been dull lately. It will not be 
quiet long. Its handlers are now of the 
sort that make big swings in the stock. 
The last was from about 123, allowing ofr 
dividends, down to 105. The indications 
now are that eventually Sugar will cross 
120 again. The next dividend is not far off, 
and a 12 per cent stock in al per cent 
stock in a 1 per cent money market does 
not look dear around 110, with 2 per cent 
stotks selling in the 70's. 

Generally speaking conditjons continue 
favorable, the strength of exchange ex- 
cepted. Bank clearings are about a quar- 
ter larger than in ‘94. For the past week 
at $944,000,000 they were nearly up to the 
record of the normal year 18932. Gross earn- 
ings are not quite so favorable, the gain 
the third week being 8 per cent. This is 
because the grain crops are not moving 
yet, though oats will soon start to market. 
Imports and exports make a discouraging 
showing and go far towards explaining 
the strength of exchange. The former, of 
dry goods and general merchandise, footed 
up $10,000,000 value, half a million more than 
the .previous week, nearly a million more 
than a year azo. Exports of breadstuffs 
were discouragingly light.

A week we said that the market 
would witness higher prices during the 
week than for many a long day, and the 
requel proves our views to have been cor- 
rect.

North Carolina Crop Bulletin. 

Raleigh, N. C., July 20.—(Special.)—To- 
day’s state crop bulletin says reports of 
correspondents are generally favorable. 
There are now very few places which have 
not had sufficient rain, while in seven coun- 
ties in the northern part of the central and 
eastern districts excessively heavy rains 
have damaged crops, especially by flooding 
low lands. This damage is over limited 
areas and hardly lessens the very favorable 
crop prospects prevailing nearly every- 
where. Elsewhere the rains were beneficial.

New York, July 29.—(Special.)—There was 
an utter absence of life in the cotton mar- 
Ket today.

Chi o, July 29.—Today’s wheat market 
has “on very nervous. A change in the 
Argentine wheat shipments for the ye 
from 100,000 bushels, as reported on Sat- 
urday, to 6804000 bushels caused selling 
around the opening by local holders, and 
a decline of about se per bushel, Offerings, 
however, were soon absorbed on buying 
orders from the notthwest and southwest, 
which, with the tight weekly world’s ship- 
ments of only 5,000,000 bushels, changed the 
sentiment, the market advancing aboue 1%c 
per bushel. The light Russian shipments 
can be accounted for by the fact that har- 
vesting has just begun in that country, and 
as reserves have been greatly reduced by 
the cecent heavy deliveries it is probable 
that these shipments will continue on @ 
light scale until after thrashing. New York 
reports that foreigners were good buyers in 
that market this morning, but we hear of 
no export business. The visible supply show- 
ed a deotease of 1,254,000 bushels, which was 
above the general expectation. About halfa 
million of this, however, is due to the fact 
that one of Armour’s elevators has been de- 
clared irregular. Last year it showed an in- 
crease of 3,336.000 bushels. The total visible, 
as compared with a year ago, is 17,922,000 
bushels smaller. There was also a good 
decrease in the amount or passage of 2,000,- 
000 bushels, whieh ‘was partially offset by 
an increase im the English visible of 800,000. 
St. Louis was strong and higher on re- 
ported heavy rains through the southwest, 
doing considerable injury to shocks and 
stacks of wheat still in the field. They 
were also good buyers in this market. There 
has been little selling by professionals, 
which has helped to maintain the strength. 

Corn has been firm. Reports of hot winds 
in sections of the west had some influence 
at one time, The volume of trading, how- 
ever, has been small, and there is little to 
report on either corn, oats or provisions. 
The latter have ranged higher on covering 
by shorts and some buying by packets. 


The Cereal Situation. 
From The New York Stockholdet. 

It was an exciting week in the wheat mar- 
ket. The event was a bulge of 5 cents. It was 
based mostly on crop lies. Reports from 
the northwest were to the effect that the 
wheat had lodged badly, that it had suf- 
fered from too much rain in one section, 
hot winds in others. Warly it was boidly 
claimed that only 100,000,000 bushels would 
be taised by the three important spring 
wheat states, Minnesota, North Dakota and 
South Wakota. Coinaidently, receipts at 
winter points were very light indeed. The 
result was a wild scramble to cover shorts. 
September wheat in Chicago shot up to 
72sec, but fell back under 7 cents Friday, 
but recoveted on covering purchases at 
the close. The market looks like a sale on 
all rallies, as the total crop, according to 
veteran observers, will probably considera- 
bly exceed 400,000,000 bushels. Millers in 
the southwest have already discovered that 
in several important winter wheat states 
the winter crop is turning out one to two 
bushels to the acre larger than the gOv- 
ernment estimates. This foreshadows a 
final increase in the government esiimates 
of the winter wheat crop of 10,000,000 to 
20,000,000 bushels. It is not now probaole, as 
it was on July lst, that the northwest will 
raise as much spring wheat as it ever 
grew before. The crop may have ¢deterio- 
rated somewhat the past two or three 
weeks. Nevertheless, the northwest will 
have a good crop, undoubtedly above an 
average. The following compares western 
receipts last week with those of the pre- 
ceding week and the cetresponding period 
in 1894:

The light exports were one of the bearish 
features. It was vety discouraging to record 
tne sinail daily tootings trom Atlantic ports. 
On ‘Thursday, for example, only 80,000 
bushels, including flour. There was, however, 
some falling off in exports from other coun- 
tries than the United States, Russian siip- 
ments, reported last Monday, though very 
liperai at 3,100,000 bushels, showed a reduc- 
tion from the movement of recent weeks. 
The same of India, 700.000 bushels, and of 
Argentina, 400,000 bushels. The grand total, 
including 1,700,000 bushels from America, 
was 6,700,000 bushels, as against Europe's 
weekly estimated requirements of 7,000,000 
bushels. Should the falling off in these 
world's shipments continue our wheat mar- 
kets will, of course, be favorably affected- 
We do not look for that continuance, how- 
ever, for any length of time. As will be 
recalled, Argentina’s exportable surplus 
early in the year was put at 34,000,000 bush- 
els. Yet in the seven months of its crop 
year it has sent out 35,000,000. What will it 
do in the five months remaining? Nor is 
the fact that Russian crop prospects are 
immense, especially in that territoy con- 
tiguous to Baltic ports, calculated to 
strengthen the belief in permanent reduc- 
tion in the exports from that country.

Three Large Fertilizer Manafactoring 
Companies Have Consolidated. 


GEORGE W, SCOTT WILL BE PRESIDENT 


The New Company Will Representa Cap- 
ital o. Nearly One Million Dollars. 
W bo Compose It. 


Three of the largest and oldest phosphate 
manufacturing companies of the state have 
consolidated their business interests, and 
on -September Ist, the entire number of 
plants owned and operated by these com- 
panies will be eontrolled by the Southern 
Iertilizer Company, with headquarters in 
Atlanta. 

This deal, which has just been completed, 
represents a paid in capital of $850,000, and 
the energies and business experience of 
three of the oldest fertilizer men in the 
gouth. The deal has just been closed and 
an applicaticn for charter is now on hile in 
the clerk’s office. The details are being 
arranged tending towerd the removal of 
the interests of the other companies to 
Atlanta. 

The companies composing the Southern 
Fertilizer Company are the George W. 
Scott Manufacturing Company, of this city, 
the Georgia Fertilizer Cempany, of Rome, 
and the Comer-Huli Co., of Savannah, and 
the combined capital stock that ts repre- 
sented by the new company is nearly 
$1,000,000. The new company will have 
headquarters in Atlanta and will occupy 
the same offices that are now used by the 
George W. Scott Manufacturing Company, 
on South Broad street. Though the or- 
ganization has not as yet been completed, 
it is very probable that Mr. Scott will be 
president of the new company, and either 
Mr. Comer or Mr. Hull will be business 
manager. 

In speaking of the consolidation 
different companies, Mr. 
day: 

“It is a well known fact that the Comer- 
Hull companies and the George W. Scott 
company more than a year ago merged 
their phosphate mining companies on 
Peace river, in Florida, forming the Peace 
River Phosphate Mining Co. Since then 
we have constructed a railroad from the 
property to tide water, enabling us to load 
the steamers from the company's barges 
direct. The economy resulting from the 
consolidat.on of these interests has led us 
to consolidate the manufacturing inter- 
ests. 

“The new company composed of the three 
companies owned by myself ané the Comer- 
Hull Company, represents a paid-in capital 
Of $85U,000 and we will have our head- 
quarters in Atlanta. Our plants will be 
operated as heretofore and we will continue 
the manufacture of the same grade of fer- 
tilizers. 

“It is probable that I will be president 
of the new company, and the other officers 
will be elected just as soon as the organi- 
zation is completed. About seven stock. 
holders hold stock in the concern, and the 
consolidation will enable us to better con- 
trol the properties, and to more economi- 
cally manufacture the phosphates.” 

Mr. Scott is one of the oldest manufac- 
turers of fertilizers in the state, having 
been in that business for more than twenty- 
seven years. He was identified with the 
business in Florida in the year 1868 and 
was one of the organizers of the Stono 
Phosphate Company, of Charleston, the 
oldest plant of its class in the south. Mr. 
Scott has been connected with the George 
W. Scott Manufacturing Company since 
1876. 

The Southern Fertilizer Company will 4 
begin business under flaitter'ne circum- 
stances this fall, and wil do a large busi- 
ness throughout the south. Mr. Comer, 
of the Comer-Hull Company, and also re- 
ceiver of the Central road, has been con- 
nected with the manufacture of fertilizers 
for many years, and will give fhe new busi- 
ness in Atlanta his personal attention. Mr.
